RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Claims 1-16 were pending. The Examiner has required restriction of the claims to one of the 
following groups under 35 U.S,C, §121 : 

I. Claims 1 -9, drawn lo a method of ireating a TNf -a or LFA- 1 mediated disorder such as 
autoimmune pathologies comprising administering an anti-LFA-1 antibody and TNFa binding fusion 
protein, classified in Class 424, subclassl 30.1 and 1 78. 1. 
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II Claims 1 -9, drawn to a method of treating a TNF-a or LFA- 1 mediated disorder such as 
infectious diseases comprising administering an anti-LFA-1 antibody and TNFa binding fusion protein, 
classified in Class 424, subclass 1 30. 1 and 1 78.1 

III. Claims l-9 % drawn to a method of treating a TNF-a mediated disorder such as inflammatory 
disease comprising administering an anti-LFA-1 antibody and TNFa binding fusion protein, classified in 
class 424, subclass 130.1 and 178.1. 

IV. Claims 1-9, drawn to a method of treating a TNF-a mediated disorder such as neurodegenerative 
diseases comprising administering an anti-LFA* 1 antibody and TNFa binding fusion protein, classified in 
Class 424, subclass 130.1 and 178.1. 

V. Claims 1-9, drawn to a method of treating an LFA-1 mediated disorder such as cancer comprising 
administering an anti-LFA-1 antibody and TNFa binding fusion protein, classified in Class 424, subclass 
130.1 and 178,1. 

VI. Claims 1-9, drawn to a method of treating an LFA-1 mediated disorder such as organ 
•transplantations comprising administering an anti-LFA-1 antibody and TNFa binding fusion protein, 
classified in Class 424, subclass 130.1 and 178.1 . 

VII. Claims 10-16, drawn to composition, comprising an anti-CD 1 la antibody and a TNFa fiision 
protein, classified in Class 514, subclass 8. 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, the invention 
of Croup I claims for farther prosecution. Applicants expressly reserve the right under 35 U.S-C. § 12 1 to 
file one or more divisional applications directed to the non-elected subject matter during the pendency of 
the instant application.

The Examiner has required election of one of the following species of antibodies wherein the 
antibody is against. 

A) CDlla, 

B) CD 18, or 

C) both CDlla and CD1 8. 

In addition, wiihin the claimed Invention i, the Examiner has required election of one of the 
following species of autoimmune pathology: 

A) systemic lupus erythematosus and rheumatoid arthritis; 

B) thyroidosis; 

C) graft versus host disease; 

D) scleroderma 

E) diabetes melliws; 
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
